Jason Pittenger, Executive Director, Accreditation Standards Division, said the
accreditation policy, procedures, operations and challenges are being reviewed to maximize
efficiency and effectiveness of Regional Accreditation Officers (RAO) and the Office of
Accreditation. Communication methods include deficiency verifications, examining and
revising current compliance process and improve eliminating amendments.

GOVERNMENT AFFAIRS

Distributing funds returned to the
FY 17 Education Budget — Approved

Carolyn Thompson, Chief of Government Affairs said a state general revenue
failure was determined in February 2017 for all state agencies. The State Department of
Education (SDE) General Revenue allocation fund reduction was 0.7% or
$11,125,889.31. The Office of Management and Enterprise Services (OMES) notified
state agencies July 20 that funds would return to original purposes for which they were
appropriated. The SBE approved FY17 budget and adjusted budget reallocation funds
were reviewed that included Financial Support of Public Schools (formula), Flexible
Benefit Allowance, and Public School Activities, Math Intervention, and SDE
Administrative/Support function.

Board members discussed and asked questions regarding funding obligations,
past/current appropriations/reductions, supplemental funding, program support and
continuances; alternative education analysis and taskforce.

Board member Flanagan moved to approve distribution of returned funds to the
FY17 budget. Board member Price seconded the motion. The motion carried with the
following votes: following votes: General Baxter, yes; Mr. Flanagan, yes; Mr. Ross, yes;
Mr. Price, yes; and Superintendent Hofmeister, yes.

ACADEMIC AFFAIRS and PLANNING
Report on Digital Teaching and Learning Standards

Dr. Cindy Koss, Deputy Superintendent, Academic Affairs and Planning,
presented a report on digital teaching and learning standards pursuant House Bill 1576.
The bill establishes a professional development procedure for continuing education
beyond certification that includes digital teaching and learning standards, enhancing
content delivery to students, and improving student achievement. The SDE identified
student, teacher and administrator standards of the International Society for Technology
in Education (ISTE), and will provide professional development on implementation.

Board members discussed and asked questions on strategic plan objectives, school
district technology and accessibility, and state comparisons.



FINANCIAL SERVICES

Payment of Late Federal Programs
Special Education; Title I, 11, VI, Migrant — Approved

Matt Holder, Deputy Superintendent, Federal Programs & Finance, presented a
request to reimburse federal claims for 8 school districts noncompliant to the August 1
filing deadline. Pursuant Oklahoma Administrative Code Rule 210:25-3-7(12) all school
districts provided “good cause” explanations for late submission and no districts were
repeat offenders.

Board members asked questions and discussed late claim processes and hindrances.
